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DETAILED ACTION 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: the first sentence on page 3 of the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are confusing in that they use improper 
English to describe the invention, the errors being sufficient to cast doubt on the 
meaning of the claim. For example the third line of the claim is not understood. It is 
assumed that applicant is claiming a lever and body with a spring a fold over lever and a 
stop. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Davis in view of Mohr. Davis shows the claimed invention as set forth above except for 
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the stop for the upper lever. Stops are old in the art as shown by Mohr. The stops may 
be applied as a convenient means to limit movement in a given direction. Obviously 
one of ordinary skill in the art would add such a stop to the tool of Davis to keep the 
upper lever from over rotating.
